In connection with the sale, offering for 
enle, or distribution of cigarettes in com- 
merec, as “commerce” is defined m tlic 
Federal Trade Commission Act, it is an 
unfair or deceptive act or practice within 
the meaning of section 0 of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act 05 UlS.C. 45) 
to fail to disclose, clearly and promi¬ 
nently. in all advertising the tar and 
nicotine content cf the advertised va¬ 
riety or varieties in.milligrams of tar < to 
the nearest whine milligram) and nico¬ 
tine (to the nearest one-tenth niiUlhrami 
per cigarette, based on the most recently 
published Federal Trade Commission tost 
results. 

The testing methodology currently 
used by the Federal Trade Commission 
Is the Cambridge Filter Method specified 
In the Fedekal RncisTiiu notice of No¬ 
vember 4. 1DGC (31 P:TL 11278), as 
described in an article entitled “Deter¬ 
mination of Particulate Matter and 
Alkaloids <as Nicotine) in Cigarette 
Bmoke.” by C. L. Ogg. Journal of the 
Association of Oillcial Agricultural 
Chemists. Vol. 47. No. 2, 1DG1. and as 
modified by the Federal Trade Cnmmis- 
.. Eion in accordance with the Fnaruu. 
Register notice of August I, 19C7 1 32 
PM. 11170). 

Where a finally adopted Trade Regu¬ 
lation Rule is relevant to any issue in¬ 
volved in any adjudicative proceeding 
thereafter instituted, tho Commission 
may rely upon the Rule to resolve the 
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issue: Provided, That the res; mdent 
shall have been given opportune.- for a 
fair hearing on the applicability of the 
Rule to the particular cage.
